One  man’s  trash  is  another  man’s  treasure,  and 
because  of  it,  Utah  County  may  end  up  in  court. 

The  average  American  family  may  own  two  cars, 
but  Fred  Buhler  of  Highland,  a  town  north  of  Pro¬ 
vo,  owns  200  and  his  neighbors  want  the  county  to 

Attorney  V emon  Romney,  Mayor  Eric  Adamson 
and  neighbor  Dale  Goodwin,  all  of  Highland,  told 
*  the  County  Commission  on  Wednesday  to  “finish 
what  it  started”  and  clean  up  acres  of  rubbish  on 
Buhler’s  property  or  expect  to  go  to  court. 

Goodwin  said  the  case  began  in  1971  when  he  and 
other  neighbors  complained  and  the  county  took 
Buhler  to  court  and  forced  him  to  clean  animal 
waste  from  his  property. 

County  Commissioners  Kenneth  Pinegar  and 
Keith  Richan  said  the  county  and  Buhler  signed  an 
agreement  in  1977  giving  Buhler  until  Dec.  10, 
1977,  to  clean  the  property  and  remove  the  cars 
piled  on  the  yard. 

Since  that  time,  Buhler  said,  400  cars  have  been 
removed  and  crushed. 

“Some  of  the  cars  were  priceless,”  he  said. 
Buhler  said  he  only  received  a  small  amount  of  the 
money  that  came  from  junking  the  cars.  He  said 
most  of  it  had  gone  to  the  county  to  pay  expenses  of 
hauling  the  cars  away. 

Buhler  said  he  was  surprised  by  the  action  of  his 
neighbors  and  he  thought  the  issue  had  been  set¬ 
tled.  “How  can  it  go  two  years  and  start  all  over?” 
he  said. 

The  city  of  Highland  would  like  the  200  cars 
removed  to  clear  the  way  for  annexing  the  19  acres 
on  which  they  sit.  “Everyone  is  in  the  city  except 
me,”  said  Buhler.
